THE SEW 
APPORTIONMENT. 


The apportionment committee has St- 


'shed ite work and has made a report 
which will lively be adopted, although 
there are some objeotiond to tho plan 
proposed. A dispatch from Madison to 
the Sentinel says that tho representation 
is about one member to every 15,000 o 
population, or as near that as it could be 
made, uemoorata think that the appor- 
tionment will give them about twonty- 
five sure districts out of the 100 with good 
fighting chances in several more. It ia 
said that thero are several marked in- 
stances of districts framed m older parts 
of the state where there is a falling off rath- 
er than an incroaeo in population with less 
population than districts in more newly 
settled portions of tho state, where the 
population is increasing rapidly. This is 
declared to be a marked inj ustico which 
should be remedied or nothing will bo 
gained by nuw apportionment. The basis 
for assembly districts ia a population of 
15.600, yet Pepin county with a'popula- 
tion ot not quite 7,000 gets an assembly- 
man, while Ghippewti county with 25,000 
only receives one assemblyman, Grant 
oounty, with 37,000, receives three assem- 
blymen. A part of Fond da Lao county 
with 34,OCO inhabitants, forms a senatorial 
district, wMlo Monroe, Jackson and 
Wood, 
with 34.000 
inhabitants, are 


crowded into one district. This, too, not, 
•withstanding tho basis of senatorial dis- 
tricts is ono district to every 47,000 in- 
habitants, and the additional fact that 
those counties are gaining iu population 
rapidly, -while Fond du .Lao IB at a stand- 
still. 


It seems that Book oounty was not 


changed cither in the senatorial or the 
assembly districts. There waa no gerry- 
mandering done, although it is charged 
that tho chairman ot tho apportionment 
committee largely redistnoted the ctata 
to sail himself, not giving the local mem. 
bers the riglt to suggest such changes as 
they thought best. 


Bat all theeo apportionment schemes 


are never mado just uu they should be 
tnado, because every member of an ap- 
portionment committee thinks his own 
plan the beat, antl none ot ihern are free 
from inconsistencies.
